No 'Hush-Hush' 
In Fisher Death 


State School Denies Charge 
Made in Chicago Newspaper 


Dr. Charles K. Bush, superintendent of the Dixon State 


school, denied today that there had been any attempt to 
"hush-hush" an investigation into the death of Jack Fisher, 
17, a state school patient, Aug. 17. 


Reports published in the Chicago 


Sun-Times said that Fisher died 
from infection after being sexually 
attacked by older patients. 


An inquiry conducted by Coro- 


ner Robert Preston, Lee county, 
resulted in a finding of death as 
the result of bronchial pneumonia. 


Death Natural 


Apparently Dr. Bush was being 


supported by Dr. Otto L. Bettag, 
director of the state department of 
public welfare. 
Dr. Bettag was 


quoted as saying, "As far as we 
are concerned the death was from 
natural causes." 


The Sun-Times article accused 


Coroner Preston of "parroting" 
the finding of the institution's phy- 
sicians who conducted an autopsy. 


Dr. Bush, in answering the ar- 


ticle, said that "there were stories" 
before Fisher's death that he had 
been sexually attacked by four 
older inmates. 


Telegraph Had Story 


H* added, howsver. that the four 


named were mental defectives and 
contradict their own accounts. 


Dr. Bush said that Fisher had 


been treated for bronchial pneu- 
monia. --<-

The Evening Telegraph, on being 


informed of the death of Fisher, in- 
terviewed Dr. Bush on Aug. 20. 


It carried a news story on the 


same day quoting Dr. Bush's ac- 
count of the, death and also the 
fact that an inquiry was held. The 
findings were confirmed by Cor- 
oner Preston. 


Dr. Bush readily offered the de- 


tails of the rather sordid case, in- 
cluding the fact that there had been 
an immoral attack on Fisher on 
the night of Aug. 11.

in a biting and clawing attack, 
then blinded his 20-year-old daugh- 
ter with a swipe of its paws. 


Police and firemen finally sur- 


rounded and shot the enraged ani- 
mal.

opened "just on an off-chance" 
that Thomas Marsh's body might 
be there. 


Carl Austin Hall, who confessed 


kidnaping and slaying 8-year-old 
Bobby, first said the child was 
sliot to death by Marsh. Later he 
absolved Marsh, saying he alone 
shot the boy. 


Officials have speculated that 


the missing Marsh, an ex-convict, 
also had been killed. 


reported that the perpetrator of the

being held in the 


school's maximum security sec- 
lion." 


Dr. Bush said that the autopsy 


was performed by Dr. John Ma- 
loney, Princeton, well-known path- 
ologist.

store aboul 1:15 p.m., the custom- 
ary closing time on Thursday. 
Matteaon discovered the theft when 
he returned to the store about 3 
p.m. to check stock. 


No Witnesses 


Police today said they have not 


found any witnesses who saw any- 
one enter the building during the 
time of the robbery. The officers 
describe the thieves as "slick oper- 
ators" who had evidently studied 
the store closely before attempting 
the theft. 


The store manager said he would 


have to take an inventory before 
he could determine the

amount of merchandise missing, 
He said the loss was not com- 
pletely covered by insurance. 


President 
Promises 
Drouth Aid 
Approval Given 
For State-Federal 
Share Cost Idea 


KANSAS CITY UP)—Gov- 


ernors of drought stricken 
states presented a federal- 
state share-the-cost program 
to President Eisenhower to- 
day and got an agreement for 
federal assistance in feeding 
starving cattle. 


Gov. Dan Thornton of Colorado, 


chairman of the g o v e r n o r s ' 
drought conference here, said the 
President, who breakfasted with 
.he governors, was pleased with 
.he states' action. 


Thornton quoted the President 


as saying their share-the-cost pro- 
gram fitted in-with his views that 
he best government is government 
on the local level. 


No Penalties 


In a speech to the Future Farm- 


ers of America Thursday night 
Eisenhower said, "my own convic- 
ion is that the principle of part 
ne'rshlp between the federal gov- 
ernment and the state govern 
ments should govern our approach 
o such emergency problems. Only 
n this way can we gain the ad- 
vantage of local knowledge, effi 
ciency and incentive on the one 
land, and of the wider federal re- 
sources on the other." 


Thornton said the President had 


assured them no slate would be 
penalized in the drought relief pro- 
gram if it could not put up any 
state funds. Agriculture Secretary 
Be.nspn, also.here for.the confer 
ence, confirmed that. 


Pay Up To Half 


Benson said the funds to share 


the cost of transporting hay woulc 
be allocated on the basis of the 
number of cattle in drought dls 
aster areas. 


The Department of Agriculture 


will pay up to one-half of the cost 
of 
transporting 
hay 
into 
the 


drought-seared areas or $10 which' 
ever is smaller. 


The states, in turn, will bp re> 


sponsible for buying and dlstribu 
ling the hay lo farmers and ranch- 
ers. 


Build MnrkctN 


The federal money will come 


from a 10 million dollar emergency 
fund allocaled by the President two 
weeks ago. 


Eisenhower said there will be a 


meeting of his nalional agricultural 
advisory commission, Secrelary 01 
Agriculture Benson and himself al 
Ihe While House Oct. 24. 


And what will come of It, the 


President said amid deafening ap 
plause, will be a program whose 
;oal is to "build markets, safe 
guard farm income and protect 
customers." 


Some form of "price support 


principle" will be included, he de 
clared. 


Murderess Escapes State 
Women's Reformatory 


DWIGHT, 111. UP)—Betty Gmver, 28-year-old blonde former night 


club hostess serving a 14-year murder term, broke out of the stale 
women's reformatory Thursday night or early today. 


Miss Gruver was convicted in 


1947 of shooting A. G. (Speed) Til- 
ton, 40, an Urbana tourist camp 
operator, to death in a robbery 
attempt. 


Police at Champaign and Urbana 


said-they had been asked by state 
authorities to aid in a search for 
the woman. 


Miss Gruver formerly lived in 


Champaign. 


Gone This Morning 


Mrs. Mary Powers, superintend- 


ent of the-reformatory, said it was 
not ascertained immediately how 
the escape was made. 


She said a woman warder of the 


reformatory reported that she had 
locked Miss Gruver in her second 
floor room at S p.m. Thursday 
night.. The prisoner was not in her 
room this morning. 


Mrs. Powers said it might have 


been possible for Miss Gruver to 
have squeezed her way through one 
of the «-inch openings between bars 
of her bedroom window. 


"She's a very slight girl," Mrs. 


Powers said. 


Darker Hair 


Miss Gmver, a platinum blonde 


when she was sentenced, now has 
darker blonde hair which is cul 
shorl. She was described as about 
4 feet fl, weighing 95 to 100. 


"We have no evidence that she 


escaped 
through 
the window," 


Mrs. Powers said. "It would have 
involved a drop of about 16 feet. 
There seem to be no marks of such 
a drop beneath her window, but 
there are bushes which might have 
broken her fall." 


Once outside of the collage, the 


prisoner had only'to scale a 12-foot 
wire fence to gain freedom. 


At Miss Gruver's trial, testimony 


was offered to show that she was 
driven to Tilton's tourist court in a 
taxi and shot Tilton in his bedroom 
when he resisted her attempt to 
rob him. The shooting .followed a 
round of taverns in which Miss 
Gniver accompanied Tilton and 
Jack Nahw of Peoria.

in an attempt to show that 
Donald Pieper, Mt. Morris, 
had been drinking the night 
prior to the auto accident 
wMch killed him and Miss 
Louise Knuth, Amboy, in the 
early morning of Oct. 18, 
1952, south of Dixon. 


William C. Knuth, Amboy, fath- 


er of Louise, is suing Harold K, 
Pieper, father of Donald, for $20,- 
000, 
claiming that Donald drove 


recklessly and negligently when his 
oar struck that driven by Donald 
Noble, Amboy, driver of the car 
in which Louise wag a passenger. 


A $20,000 suit against Noble wax 


dismissed this morning when Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert Bracken told 
the jury that 'he was granting a 
motion of Noble's attorney citing 
lack of evidence 'agnlnst -Noble. 


Knuth, the plaintiff, ha* also 


named Jack Schlueler. Dixon, and 
Robert Lizer, Mt. Morris, as de- 
fendants in $20,000 suits. Schlueter 
was the driver of the third, car1 In- 
volved in the accident. The, cum 
against Llzer Is being held in 
abeyance because he is in the arm- 
ed services.

Miss Friel, a pretty, brown-hair 


^d bobby-soxer, told a jury today 
of meeting Don Pieper in the Roy- 
al Palms tavern, Dixon, on the 
night before the tragrdy. She was 
in company with Mary Burner, 
Dlxon, she said. 


Although she said that Pieper 


ordered a drink In the tavern, she 
later, under cross - questioning, 
could not remember whether he 
drank it or shared it with Mary 
Busser, or declined to drink it. 


Later in th« questioning, she 


said that when she and Mary join- 
ed Don nnd his companions, Lar- 
ry Cramer and Don Conker, both 
of Ml. Morris, in the Pieper auto- 
mobile for a trip to Considine's 
tavern In Harmon, there was a 
bottle of whisky in the car. 


Held Bottle 


She told the jury that she found 


the bottle of whisky on the rear 
window ledge and that she held it 
during the trip to Harmon. 


She denied that she opened the 


bottle or that the party of "five 
shnred its contents on the Harmon 
trip.

Mon- 
mouth, N. J., where radar'defenses 
ngalnsl atomic attack are devised, 
turned attention to Greenglass. 


15 1'enr Sentence 


Groenglass, a member of the 


atomic spy ring, escaped with a 
J5-ycar sentence In the Rosenberg 
case nftT leslifying for the gov- 
ernment. He is a brother of Rosen- 
berg's wife, Ethel, who also was, 
executed for her part in the atomic 
pjot. 


McCarthy expected "complete 


testimony" to arrive today from 
a German sdenlisl who reporledly 
told authorities that the Russians 
were using secret data stolen from 
Ft. Monmouth. 


McCarthy said Ihe scientist, not 


identified, fled from Bast Germany

Rosenberg 
worked for the aimy signal corps 
in New York until fired for being 
a Communist. 


The scnalor said one witness de- 


scribed Rosenberg and Sobell as 
asking him repeatedly to become 
part of a Ft. Monmouth espionage 
ring, which he, refused, but did re- 
cruit him 
Into the Communist 


party. 


McCarthy said further testimony 


disclosed thai Sobell, fired from 
Ihe radar renter, frequently was a 
visitor to Ft. Monmouth and had 
•friends" in Ihe laboratory there. 


McCarlhy said 
Ihe name of 


Greenglass, serving 15 years in 
prison, "has come inlo the picture 
at least a dozen times during 
taking of testimony her?."

Warren's Middle of Road Policy May 


Be Best for High Court 


When President Eisenhower mentioned Earl Warren's 


"middle-of-the-road philosophy*' as one reason he chose the 
former California governor to be chief justice, some stout 
defenders of the judiciary rose to assail this argument as 
largely beside the point. 
. 
They suggested that the aim of a chief justice, or any 


sort of judge, should be to dispense justice according toes, 
tablished legal principles. To ask a jurist to seek a middle 
road in such a task, they intimated, would be virtually to ask 
that he find a middle course between right and wrong—an 
obvious absurdity. 
. ,. 
. 
But; actually, this kind of critical thinking represents a 
vast oversimplifying of the judge's task. 
. 


True enough, the judge, whether he be in a municipal 


court or on the Supreme court, must seek to apply the fun- 
damental constitutional law, the statutes passed by con- 
gress and other bodies, and the "common law," the great 
mass of judicial rulings that serve as precedents for future 
court decisions. 
. 
But neither this varied body of law nor the judiciary 


exists in a vacuum. It is inevitably set against a particular 
political, economic and social background. As time passes, 
the background changes. So do the problems. 
Some new 


problems are not covered exactly by the law as it has been 
written, and as it has been interpreted in the past. 


The law is not a tixed thing. Slowly, it is changed to 


meet the new problems. New common law rulings modify 
the old, which could not be made to apply rigidly. New 
statutes are passed by legislatures to narrow the gap fur- 
ther between the law and the nation's life. 


Right here the great question arises: Does the new 


statute square with the fundamental law of the federal or 
state constitution? To decide this vital issue again and again, 
we have state and federal supreme courts. 


Faced with such a question, justices generally fall into 


two chief classes—conservative and liberal. The liberal is 
eager to accommodate to change, ever ready to stretch basic 
principle to fit new conditions. The conservative sticks more 
closely to older interpretations, fearing constant stretching 
may destroy a principle and thus remove a fundamental 
safeguard of the people. 
Both viewpoints.are natural, both are represented in all 


phases of our life. On the U. S. Supreme court, the final 
guardian of our freedoms, it seems sensible that these two 
viewpoints should be held in balance, so that we are neither 
too slow nor too.fast in changing the basic law to make it 
embrace the new circumstances of living. 


What could be sounder, then, than to have a chief jus- 


tice who avoids either extreme, who personifies this very 
balance? Exercising-his highest powers of judgment, he 
must cast his weight first on one side and then on the other, 
not in accord with some sort of mathematical equation but as 
he deems it necessary to preserve the fundamental law yet 
keep it flexible enough for the life of today.

Its accounts include policies of the "welfare" 
type covering the jurisdiction of the Central States Conference of 
of Teamsters. James Hoffa. president of this "conference" and a 
vice-president of the Internnlionnl Teamsters' union, under Dave Beck, 
recently testified that 99 per cent of the drivers employed by 6,000 
companies in 25 states were included in this conference.

MIG Slower 
Than Sabre 
Captured Red Model 
Test-Flown forTips 
On Combat Tactics 


TOKYO OB— The Far East'air 
orces said today test flight* of 
he Russian-built MIG15 jet fighter 
>lane flown to South Korea by a 
deserting North Korean pilot show- 
d it slower than the American 
F86 Sabre that outfought it through- 
>ut the Korean fighting. 


Gen. O. P. Weyland, FEAF com- 


mander, said extensive tests of the 
MIG on Okinawa by American test 
pilots furnished the air force with 
'a great deal of valuable inform*- 
ion" which will "enable our pilots 
o devise tactics to better exploit 
he F86 against the MIG if they 
ever have to fight again." 


The MIG was tested in around- 
he-field flights and simulated bat- 
le with Sabres by test pilots from 
Wright-Patterson' Air Force Base, 
Ohio. They included Maj. Charles 
Yeager, first man to fly faster than 
.he speed of sound. 


The pilots said the MIG lacked 


automatic equipment and controls. 
As a result, they said, the pilot 
was kept busy with the airplane 
and his attention was diverted from 
alert flying. 


The MIG, delivered into Allied 


hands last month, was built late in 
1951, and was the same model as 
those flown by the Reds in combat 
over North Korea. 


An air force release said: "In 


comparison to the F86, some of 
the deficiencies of the MIG in- 
cluded lower maximum speed, in- 
sufficient stall warning and poor 
cockpit comfort. Heating and venti- 
lating systems were poor and the 
cockpit is so small that a large 
man would have difficulty flying 
it." 


The U. S. has offered to return 


the MIG to its "right owner" if 
requested and the ownership can 
be proven.
